On motion the Chair appointed 
a 
committee of five on permanent 
or­ 
ganization and order of business. 


While the committee were preparing 
their report Mrs. W. H. Bone favored 
the convention with a song entitled 
"The Star Spangled Banner," and 
the 
delegates joined in the chorus. 


The 
committee 
before 
appointed 
then reported as follows: 


That the temporary officers of the 
convention be 
made 
the 
permanent 
officers; that any person present who 
would subscribe to the following reso­ 
lutions be entitled to act as a 
dele­ 
gate: 


Resolved—That we believe in the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic in the 
town of Berkeley and pledge ourselves 
to support the nominees of tfie Prohi­ 
bition ticket during the coming .cam­ 
paign. 


That the following should be the 
order of business: 
The 
nomination 
of seven trustees' and seven school di­ 
rectors; the taking up of a collection; 
nomination of marshal, clerk, treasurer 
and assessor; appointment of an Ex­ 
ecutive Committee and of a Purity of 
Election Committee. 


The chairman opposed the report as 
far as the resolution was concerned 
and stated that he would not pledge 
himself to vote for any ticket until 
after it had been 
nominated. 
Mr, 
Vervalin 
thought 
that the 
pledge 
would not be binding if an 
unworthy 
man should be nominated. 


On 
motion 
the 
resolution 
was 
adopted and twenty-two persons signed 
the pledge and became delegates of 
the convention. 


The Chair then appointed 
Messrs. 
Vervalin, Dobbins, Rhodes, 
Squires 
and Mrs. Smith as a committee 
upon 
Platform and Resolutions. 


While the committee was preparing 
i s report W. H. Bone addressed 
the 
c invention. 
He commenced by say­ 
ing that he was a reader of the G A -

serted in the platform.

Willard spoke before the convention 
on the subject for 20 minutes and re­ 
tired

work; there are other kinds in which 
the reflector possesses distinct advant 
ages.

HEALTH AND ATHLETICS. 


I ,s 
Wher. the Trustees of the Lick Ol>- 
r'^servatory were fitting up that excellent 
* and world famed institution on Mount 
Hamilton, they ran short of funds and 
it was found necessary to do without a 
large reflector. 
Now the people of 
this coast can have one by simply pay 
ing the freight on one from England, 
which will amount to about $5000. 
This includes the great three foot re 
flexor, 
its dome and all the appur 
tenances. 
There are no conditions tu 
the gift except that the telescope, when 
set up at Mount Hamilton, shall be 
called the Crossley Reflector, and that 
the expenses of transporting the instru­ 
ment and dome from England to Cali 
forma be bourne by Americans. 


The splendid instrument 
which Mr. 
. Crossley offers is well known tu as­ 
tronomers. 
It was made by A. A. 
Common of London, and for the mag­ 
nificent photographs made with it Mr. 
Common received the gold medal of 
the Royal Astronomical Society. It 
was then purchased by Mr. Crossley 
and set up in his private observatory 
at Halifax, England, along with other 
instruments. 


An experience of some years has 
shown Mr. Crossley and his astrono­ 
mer, Mr. Gledhill, that the climate of 
England is not good enough to do jus­ 
tice to this great telescope, and he 
therefore determined to present it to 
an observatory which was favorably 
situated and where it could be used to 
the fullest advantage.

with the other organs of the body, as 
lifting 
heavy 
weights, 
dumb-bells. 
This should be discontinued as soon 
as fatigue or pain is felt. 
The second 
class is that which calls into action the 
respiratory capacity. 
Great caution is 
necessary or serious'respiratory trouble 
may be caused. 
The third class calls 
into action the heart and circulation, 
which are primarily and most distinctly 
concerned, as cycling, dancing, foot­ 
ball and running, in all of which the 
greatest caution should be exercised 
to avoid over excess. T o the fourth 
class belongs the over-taxing of the 
nervous system, reducing it in power 
or worn out by long-continued mental 
strain or climbing and walking. 


The practice of subsisting on an ex­ 
cess of animal food or heavy meals 
while training for manly exercise is 
strongly condemned. 
It should be a 
mixed diet, or rather a tendency to a 
egetable diet and should be evenly 
divided into four moderate 
portions 
per day. 
Pure warer is undoubtedly 
the best drink. 
The clothing should 
be porous, so as to allow the free per­ 
spiration from the skin. 
For good 
work from seven to eight hours of sleep 
in twenty-four is absolutely necessary. 
Smoking is to be avoided. One should 
bathe regularly and avoid mental ex- 
itement. 


It is an interesting fact that six- 
sevenths of those that fill up our peni­ 
tentiaries have no trade. This obvious 
lesson ought not to be lost. 
The best 
antidote for all forms of vice and evil 
is useful recupation. 
Over one hall 
are moderate drinkers and 30 per cent 
occasional drinkers. 


That imprisonment does not reform 
is shown by the fact that over two 
thirds of the sentenced have been con­ 
victed once or oftener before. 


Would it not be well, in the absence 
of other corrective measures, to add 
a special penalty for successive con 
viction.

"The moat remarkable wrack I was 
ever in," said an old brakeman, "hap­ 
pened on the Short Line between Pewee 
and Beard's some years ago • It was a 
freight wreak.

"The delay was what caused the 
trouble. The side track I am telling you 
about was just behind and under a hilL 
Train No. 14 had Just backed on to the 
side traok, and before the switchman 
oould shift the switch train No. 88 
oame dashing around the hilL The en­ 
gineer saw the danger. He turned down 
the throttle with a hard shove and whis­ 
tled 'down brakes.' His efforts were of 
no use, however. 
Train No. 82 turned 
in on the side track and went crashing 
into No 14. All the oars of the train, 
14, were stripped off the traok as olean 
as if they had boon peas in a pod. The 
shook of the two trains meeting was, of 
course, terrific The whole of train No. 
82, inoluding the locomotive, toppled 
off the traok. 
Remarkable as it may 
seem, only the oars of No. 14 were 
thrown off tbe traok. 


"When the two trains struck, the en- 
I gineer of 14 had his hand on the throt­ 
tle, about to stop his train. The shook 
threw him out of the cab, and the wrench 
threw open the throttle again and re- 
[ versed the engine. When the cars had 
! been stripped off the track, the locomo­ 
tive went 'wild' down the traok toward 
La Grange. We of the La Grange accom­ 
modation had by this time neared the 
curve. I was at the head of the train as 
lookout I heard the sound of a locomo­ 
tive approaching and signaled tbe en- 
I gineer of our train to reverse bis engine.

I crashed into ua I was thrown, I reckon, 
50 feet and oame out of it with two

His manners were so super­ 
lative that with all his firework display 
be could not have been either diffioult 
to handle or tiring to sit Never was a 
horse so emphatically suited to his rider. 
The two were identical in their ways. 
Each was as gilded as tbe other. As the 
horse bounded the general, who had a 
. weak grip, rocked on him. At every 
stride he swung harmoniously in the 
saddle and bent right and left alternate­ 
ly, like a stage sovereign bowing to his 
assembled people.—Blackwood's Maga­ 
zine.
